PLANTING THE 
FLORIDA FLOWER GARDEN 


All Cultural Directions and Information in This Guide are Based on 
Florida Growing Conditions 


In Florida, flowers and lawns can be grown 
every month in the year, since the climate 
and soils are favorable to the production of 
the finest gardens and lawns. 


A proper soil condition is very necessary 
for a good garden. It is much easier to make 
the condition of the soil right at the beginning 
than to attempt to do the improving as you 
go along after the flower garden is planted. 


In many places the size of the garden is 
limited and the soil often very poor. The 
procedure of improving and preparing the 
soil is really quite simple whether the soil 
is hard clay or light sand. Well rotted manure 
and leaf mold or black muck or hammock 
soil are ideal materials to work into the soil. 
The easiest and cheapest way is to spade 
under a thick layer, two or three inches deep, 
of peat moss (see page 33). This material 
is clean and easy to handle, and an effective 
material for breaking up hard soil and mak- 
ing it mellow, or for adding humus to sandy 
soil, making it more retentive of moisture 
and fertilizer materials. After the first layer 
of peat moss has been spaded into the ground, 
again cover the surface with an inch or two 
of peat moss or better, pulverized sheep 
manure (see page 34), and a liberal applica- 
tion of good garden fertilizer such as Vigoro 
or Vertagreen (See page 34), applying it at 
the rate of 4 to 6 pounds per 100 square feet. 
If these materials are raked into the surface 
soil 7 to 10 days before sowing seed or setting 
plants, you have the foundation for an ex- 
cellent garden. 


There are two general methods of sowing 
flower seeds, the first method is to sow seeds 
in the open in shaded shallow furrows where 
the plants are to bloom. Burlap, palm leaves 
or Spanish Moss may be used for shading, 
and will also protect seeds from being 
washed out, covered too deep or packed by 
heavy rains. 


The other and preferred method of start- 
ing most flower seedlings is to sow the seeds 
in flats or shallow boxes, or in muslin or 
burlap covered seedbeds, where the environ- 
ment may be more easily and better con- 
trolled, than when sown in the open. The 


flats must have adequate drainage provided . 


by holes in the bottom to allow the free pass- 
age of water. 


If flats are used, uSe a mixture of rotted 
manure or Terra-Lite (see page 33) and fer- 
tile, sandy loam soil, free of nematodes 
(root-knot), and fill the flat to within a half 
inch of the top. Firm the soil with a block 
of wood, and soak with a fine spray. After 
the water has drained away, sprinkle small 
seeds thinly over the surface, or plant large 
seeds in rows. Large seeds may be covered 
by sand, fine seeds planted broadcast, such 
as Snapdragons, Pansy and Petunia, should be 
pressed into the soil with a block. Cover the 
seeds with muslin or burlap, and apply water 
to the flat or seedbed daily, until germination 
starts. It is important never to allow the seeds 
to dry out. The cover must be removed 
immediately after the seeds sprout so the 
tiny plants will not be weak or spindly. 


After germination, apply a damp-off dis- 
ease control, such as Arasan (see page 48), 
following directions on the package. The 
damp-off control should be used at the first 
sign of the disease, which causes young seed- 
lings to rot off at the base of the stem. Give 
as much light as possible and water daily 
with a fine spray. 


Thin the seedlings as they begin to crowd. 
When the plants have about four leaves and 
are 4 to 6 inches high set in their permanent 
location in moist soil on a cloudy afternoon 
or toward evening, and water the plants 
thoroughly immediately after setting. They 
should be shaded during the next few days 
until they become established. Frequent 
heavy watering toward evening and bi- 
monthly applications of a good fertilizer will 
contribute in a large measure to the success 
of a garden. Frequent shallow cultivation to 
keep down weeds, and to loosen the surface 
soil is also beneficial. 


After the plants are established, a light 
mulch of peat moss, oak leaves or partially 
rotted grass clippings over the entire soil 
around the plants will preserve moisture, 
keep the roots cool, and discourage weed 
growth. 


For thrifty plants producing an abundance 
of flowers throughout the season, it is an ex- 
cellent plan to fertilize them lightly every 
two weeks, using alternately a complete fer- 
tilizer such as Vigoro or Vertagreen and one 
of the soluble fertilizers, Hy-Gro, Hyponex 
or VHPF “Vip” (see page 34).

PETUNIA 


ONE OF THE BEST AND FINEST ANNUALS FOR GENERAL PLANTING

Petunias are the most colorful of annual 
garden flowers. They will grow in practi- 
cally any soil and require very little atten- 
tion after they are established. 

The culture of petunias is simple and quite 
easy, although many amateurs find them 
somewhat difficult to start, due to the fact 
that they cover the seed too deeply. Whether 
sown directly in the garden, or as is generally 
recommended in flats or seedbed, the seeds 
must not be buried. The very small seeds 
should be broadcast thinly on a well-prepared

seedbed, pressed into the soil, and then cov- 
ered very lightly to a depth of not more 
than 1/16 to ¥% of an inch, using sand or 
better, sand mixed with peat moss or humus. 
The moisture content must be kept uniform 
until the seeds have sprouted, and the beds 
should never be allowed to dry out after 
seeds are sown. It is best to start seedlings 
in a flat or seedbed in all cases, where mois- 
ture conditions can be controlled. The seed- 
beds should be covered with moist burlap or 
muslin until sprouts appear, when this shad- 
ing material should be removed immediately. 


When the seedlings are well grown in flats 
or seedbeds, transplant to the garden or bor- 
der, setting plants in rows 2 to 3 feet apart 
and 12 to 18 inches in the row. Petunias do 
best in moderately rich, well drained, moist 
soil. Since they grow and bloom over long 
periods they require a lasting fertilizer like 
pulverized sheep manure (see page 34). In 
transplanting, set plants the same depth they 
were before. If they have sent up a center 
shoot, it should be pinched to induce branch- 
ing and make a more compact plant form.

A dusting 
of sulphur will check mildew if applied in 
the early stages. 


Stick. Ortho Polka is the only flower which 
has had a song written about it, ‘Ortho 
Polka”. The plants are large and vigorous, 
approximately 2% feet tall. Colors are 
bright and varied, 70% of the blooms being 
striped or bi-colored, others solidly colored 
flowers of each hue.

Rose Growing in Florida — 11 Suggestions 


1. Locate the rose garden in a well drained 
spot where it will receive plenty of sunlight 
avoid the vicinity of trees and large shrubs. 


2. Enrich the soil before planting, using 
a mixture of black loam top soil and Vigoro 
or Vertagreen fertilizer. (See page 34.) Mix 
loam thoroughly with the plant food and 
allow to stand at least one week before 
planting. Bed filled with this soil mixture 
should be at least 18 inches to two feet deep. 


3. After setting bushes, fertilize with 
rotted stable manure, Vertagreen or Vigoro. 


Pulverized sheep manure (see page 34), 
used at the rate of 2 to 3 pounds per plant. 


4. Plant bushes 18 to 24 inches apart each 
way. Give climbers more room. Spread the 
roots carefully so they can develop freely. 
The roots should never be doubled up. 


5. Plant at the same level that bushes 
stood in the nursery. Soil marks can be seen 
on the plant. 


6. Use a heavy mulch of organic material 
such as leaf mold, pulverized sheep manure, 
rotted stable manure, during the summer. 


7. Fertilize every six to eight weeks dur- 
ing the growing season. One-half pound 
Vertagreen or Vigoro per bush is plenty for 
each application, along with a small shovel- 
ful of pulverized sheep manure. (See page 34). 


8. Water thoroughly at least once a week 
during the entire growing season. 


9. When planting, prune the bushes back 
to about 10 inches. Prune or cut back twice 
each season. Remove dead, infected and 
weak wood. Give heaviest pruning when 
plants are dormant. 

10. Watch for insects, such as aphids 
(plant lice), flower thrips, rose beetles, bugs, 
caterpillars, etc., and for diseases such as 
black spot, rose canker, and powdery mildew. 
Dust thoroughly with Kilgore’s Rose Dust 
(see page 31), at least once every week or as 
soon as diseases or insects appear. 


11. Replace weak, unthrifty plants two 
or more years old.

Beautiful Lawns Can Be Grown in Florida 


Starting the Florida Lawn 


Previous to starting the grass, work into 
the soil as much organic matter as possible 
in the form of pulverized sheep manure, 
muck or woods mold. Broadcast pulverized 
sheep manure at the rate of two and one- 
half to five pounds per hundred square feet, 
before sowing the seed, or setting out the 
sprigs, wetting down the sheep manure well. 
Add 25 lbs. per 1000 square feet of a com- 
plete fertilizer mixture such as Vigoro or 
Vertagreen or a commercial fertilizer mix- 
ture containing 6% of nitrogen to every 
thousand square feet of space. Work thor- 
oughly into the soil, level before setting 
rooted runners or planting grass seed. Water 
and weed regularly until the grass is com- 
pletely sodded. A thoroughly heavy water- 
ing, soaking the soil to a considerable depth 
every 5 to 7 days, is much better than a 
light watering daily. (See page 32 for lawn 
fertilizers.) 


Top Dressing Fiorida Lawns 


Proper fertilization of lawns is important. 
In general, Florida lawns should be fertilized 
three times a year—spring, mid-summer and 
mid-fall. Each application should distribute 
20 to 25 lbs. per 1000 square feet of a com- 
plete fertilizer such as Vigoro or Vertagreen. 
Apply fertilizer when the foliage is dry and 
water in to prevent burning of the grass. 
Pulverized sheep manure is very valuable 
for top dressing after the lawn is started. 
It is desirable to cover the entire lawn once 
or twice a year with pulverized - sheep 
manure (see page 32 for lawn fertilizers). 


Bermuda Grass 


Unhulled—Sow 100 to 150 pounds per acre or 2 to 4 
pounds per 1000 square feet. 


Hulled—Sow 75 to 100 pounds per acre or 114 to 2 
pounds per 1000 square feet. 


Bermuda grass is generally considered to 
be a fine Florida grass for maintaining a 
beautiful lawn. It is of fine texture, will stay 
green practically the year around, is a rapid 
grower and produces a lush, green carpet of 
turf. It requires careful attention in main- 
tenance. Adapted to most Florida Soils. 20 to 
30 pounds per 1000 square feet of a com- 
plete fertilizer such as Vigoro or Vertagreen 
should be applied twice a year. Frequent 
weeding is desirable. Although responds to 
watering, will stand considerable drouth. 
A thorough watering every 5 to 7 days dur- 
ing periods of extended drouth should be 
sufficient. The grass must be clipped closely 
(3%4 to 1 inch) and frequently. Will not grow 
well in shade. It spreads by surface runners 
and by underground root stalks. Seed can be 
planted from March to November at the 
rate of 2 to 4 pounds per 1000 square feet.

They require fertilizer in 
mid-spring and late summer, with a complete 
fertilizer such as Vigoro or Vertagreen. They 
are susceptible to damage from salt spray, 
but are relatively free of insect.and disease 
troubles. Spring and early summer are the 
best periods for planting.

FLORIDA’S WINTER BLUE GRASS 


Sow 250 to 300 pounds per acre

This is a most valuable and desirable fall 
and winter grass for Florida, but it does not 
make a permanent lawn. It dies out as soon 
as warm weather in summer comes on. For 
quick covering of lawns and golf courses in 
winter it is unsurpassed. Do not plant in 
Florida before October or later than March. 
It will make a vigorous, luxuriant growth 
throughout the fall, winter and early spring 
but must have plenty of water. A Common 
practice in Florida is to seed Common Rye 
grass on other brown lawns or in brown 
unsightly spots of old lawns in the fall and 
winter for a velvety green all-winter lawn. 
Plant 1% lb. to 100 square feet right on top 
of old lawn after loosening the surface soil. 
Keep soil moist until seed sprouts.

2 to 4 lbs. of seed per 1000 sq. feet.

Use one bushel of sprigs per 300 to 400 square 

feet. Sow 3 ounces seed per 1000 square feet. 

Adapted to a wide range of soils includ- 
ing high sand hills, and will tolerate infertile 
acid soils, can get by on a minimum of 
fertilizer and water, and is relatively free 
of insect pests and diseases. Will not do 
well on alkaline or sweet soils. A light spring 
or fall application of a complete fertilizer 
such as Vigoro or Vertagreen—10 to 15 
pounds per 1000 square feet, should be suf- 
ficient. The fertilizer should be watered in. 
It is quick to establish and easy to mow. 
Will turn brown during the winter, does not 
tolerate shade and salt spray. Can be grown 
by vegetative reproduction (sprigs) or from 
seed.
